Senna REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The Superintending School Committee, in making their annual 
report, believe that it will be agreeable to the inhabitants of the 
town, that we should be as brief as a general view of the state of 
the schools will allow, together with a few suggestions in respect to 
improvements. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


The amount of money applied to the support of schools is $1,308 ; 
$908 was the sum required to be raised by law, to which $300 was 
added by vote of the town, and $100 from the railroad tax and lit- 
erary fund. 

WAGES. 


The average wages of female teachers per month, in summer and 
winter, including board, as near as can be ascertained from the im- 
perfect state of the registers, is $17.00; males $35.00 per month, 
including board. 

TEACHERS. 


Highteen different teachers have been employed. Fifteen were 
females and three were males. Eight of the females belong in 
town ¢ nd seven out of town. The three male teachers were from 

ne wns, making ten teachers from abroad. Most of the teach- 
themselves well, on their examination, and were suc- 
heir respective schools, with one exception.

The teacher, in his remarks in his register, assigns the 

cause to politics. As none of the parents, in the district, visited 

the school during the term, with the exception of the Prudential 

Committee, we are inclined to think that the principal cause of the 

failure was in the want of co-operation on the part of the parents 

with the teacher. It should be remarked here, to the credit of the 

teachers on the one hand, and to the larger scholars on the other, 

that no instance of insubordination on the part of the larger schol- 

ars has occurred in any school taught by a lady. And we think 

that the schools taught by the gentlemen, two of whom were very 

good teachers, might have been taught with equal success by well- 

qualified ladies. f 
BOOKS. , 


We have introduced no new school books and have recommended 
no change. A sufficient number of books has been found in the 
schools, but we regret that there is a want of uniformity in some of 
the schools. A number of different text-books in the same branch 
of study causes much loss of time, by increasing the number of 
classes. ‘The only certain remedy for this evil would be for the 
town to furnish all the books, placing a sufficient number in each 
school-house under lock and key, to be let out by teachers as scholars 
needed. 

THE COMMISSIONER. 


The School Commissioner made us a flying visit of ¢

2. Select your most judicious, disinterested and faithful men for 
prudential committees—men who will spare no pains to look up, 
seasonably, the most approved teachers. And when, by actual 
trial, you have found a good teacher, secure his or her services for 


many successive terms. The constant chante of teachers is quite , 

an obstacle in the way of improvement. : . \ 
3. As most of the schools in town are now small, we recom- 

mend that contiguous districts agree to arrange the time of their 

school term. so that scholars in one district should have the privi- 

lege of attending the other, and vice versa. This would give double 

the amount of schooling to such districts as would thus unite. 4 
4. As a matter of economy, keep your school-houses in good 

condition, by a liberal application of lime and paint ;’ making both 


the interigr.and exterior pleasant and attractive.
